Based on Margaret 
Landon’s novel Anna and the 
King of Siam, THE KING 
AND I is the storv of Anna, an 
English tutor, and a sometimes 
bar banc, but loveable King of 
Siam. 

According to director 
Michael Carr, the KING AND I 
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is one of his favorite shows. “The relationship 
between the King and Anna has always 
fascinated me because it is probably the only 
show where the two principal characters are not 

involved romantically. The tension between 
them that builds into respect is a different kind 
of challenge for the directors and actors,” Carr 
said.
